Triumpiiant. I must think beyond the 
thousands present of 
the 
millions 
who tomorrow wiil receive re]ioits of 
this discourse from that great chan­ 
nel of the world’s progrès, the seen- 1 
lar Press. 
Hence 1 explain that the 
term Church Militant 
signifies 
the 
Church in warfare, 
struggling 
with 
the powers of evil, while the Church 
Triumphant signifies the Church vie 
forions, 
glorious, 
joinerl 
with 
her 
lx)rd, the Heavenly Briih*groom, as 
his Bride and Queen in 
the 
grea 
I Millennial Kingdom soon to bless and 
uplift 
the 
world 
of 
mankind, 
should further add that while in this 
discussion we have 
considered 
th( 
various denominations 
of 
Christen 
dom and their creeds, W’e m ust to 
day ignore all human system s am 
creeds. 
W e m ust 
take 
the 
liroad 
general ground of the Scriptures anr 
recognize only one Church. 
Nor may we make the mistake o 
saying th at the one Church is one 
Sect. 
No sect, no dcmommation, how 
ever great and influential and minier 
ous and rich, either in sordid or his­ 
toric wealth, can be 
conceded 
the 
right to appropriate the name whicii 
our Lord gave to all t'u ly his disci­ 
ples. 
Surely none of us is sectarian 
enough to dispute this premise. 
W e 
m ust learn to recognize the Church 
of Christ from the same viewpoint as 
doo.s the Head of 
the 
Church. 
W e 
must learn the force of St. P e te r’s 
words to Cornelius, “Of a 
truth 
I 
perceive that God is no respecter of 
persons; but in every nation he that 
feareth him and worketh righteous­ 
ness is accepted with him ” (Acts x, 
1 
r, \ 
•>■4, »>f>J. 
Taking, therefore, 
the 
Scriptural 
view of the Church, we recognize it 
as the “Body of 
Christ” 
of 
many 
members, over wiiicli he is the Head. 
It is comiiosed of consec» 'ated follow­ 
ers of Christ irrespective of all de­ 
nominational lines—those who, turn­ 
ing from sin, accept Jesus 
as 
their 
Redeemer, through W'hom they have 
forgiveness of sins and leconciliation 
to the F ather—those who 
have 
be­ 
come disciples of Christ, taking up 
their cross to follow him 
and 
who 
have received the begetting of the 
holy Spirit. 
Who could dispute that 
these are the Church of Christ? Who 
shall say th a t they must l^elong to this 
Communion or that, or lose their re­ 
lationship to the Head, Christ Jesus? 
’fhe apostles never referred to Bap­ 
tist Christians, Methodist Christians,

of a full faifh-acceptanee of him in

Feb. S.—With fhe 
trial of Mrs. Dora Dox ey on a murdci’ 
charge in prospect as a notable case 
of the near future, St. Louis lawyers 
were interested Monday in the asser­ 
tion of Prosecutor Hunt, of Cincinna­ 
ti, that “American jurors will not con 
vict a w’oman.” 
Hunt’s statem ent w'os made after 
the prosecution of Mrs Jeanette Stew’ 
art Ford, charged with black mail in 
the W arriner case, .anj failed through 
a disagreemnt of jurors, a majority 
favoring acquittal. 
He instanced the failures to convict 
Nan Patterson and the action of the 
juries wiiich 
heard 
Evelyn 
TIiav.% 
as showing 
a 
“species of diseased 
mentalities which 
seems 
to affect 
American 
jurors and prevent them 
convicting a woman cn any charge.” 
St. Louis lawyers do 
not deny a 
tendency in the direction indicated by 
Hunt, T>ut they seem to agree that a 
woman can not “get away” with a 
crime in St. Louis 
merely because 
she is a woman. Tii© conviction cf 
Minnie Cummings 
for 
k illing 
her 
fourth husband, which was wholly on 
circumstantial 
evidence, 
was 
one 
case in which a 
woman who had 
captivated several men, tried her arts 
in vain on a St. Louis jury. 
On the other hand, it 
is recalled 
that Myrtle Elerby, 
who k illed the 
man who had brok en his promise to 
marry her, was acquitted by a 
St. 
Louis jury, and that Tess Sullivan 
who k illed her fiance because he fail­ 
ed to k eep an engagement with her 
was also acouitted. 
Hiram N. Moore, former judge of 
the court of criminal correction, and 
a well k nown criminal lawyer, said 
Monday; 
‘In most cases a w’oman has no 
better chance of acauittal by a Sc 
Louis jury than a man. 
“It is true that in cases where the 
woman’s honor has been involved, ju­ 
rors are inclined 
to 
think of their 
own wives, daughters and sisters and 
to be more lenient. But on a charge 
of theft or forgery nr fraud or mer­ 
cenary crime, a woman can not count 
on leniency merely because she is a 
w’oman. I have observed the work ings 
of our courts enough to be certain 
of this” 
Judge Thomas B. Harvey, 
in dis­ 
cussing the subject, said: “It is a 
w’ell k nown fact that a good look ing 
young woman ex ercises a sort of hyp­ 
notic Influence over a jury, 
which 
causes them to yield to sympathy for 
her. The same evidence which would 
convict a man or a plain woman will 
not convict an attractive young wo­ 
man. This is a fact brought out by 
the general ex perience 
of 
all law­ 
yers,” 
A St. Louis case in this connection 
is the acquittal of .T’ ssle 
Roth, 
a 
good look ing young w oman, who w’as 
tried before Judge Daniel G. Taylor a 
few years ago on a charge of panel- 
work ing. 
The susceptibility of the jury to her 
charms during the trial aroused C. 
Orick B isho p, 
the pro secuto r, to the 
unprecedented act of addressing the 
twelve men in conteraptucus terms 
after their verdict had been render­ 
ed. 
The character of the w’oman w^as 
called notorious. She w'as involved in 
the i>olice graft trials. After Lee Kil- 
ian was k illed by 
“Little 
Geò rgie” 
Wniiams, she claimed ihe dead man’s 
jewelry, worth $1,000, w'hich she as­ 
serted she had loaned to h’m, 
and 
for wearing w’hich ho was discharg*'d 
from the detective department. 
But she appeared on 
the witness 
stand in all her finery. Her sk irts 
were sk illfully raised so as to afford 
a glimpse of 
a trim, ank les and of 
fetching clock s on silk hose. 
It was afterward stated by .Judge 
Bishop that the jurv, w hich w

posed of young men, were more at­ 
tentive to the ank les than they w'ere 
to the evidence.
